Police bust two 
students on

Police handcuffed and cited several stu- 
dents after they fled during a drug bust on the 
American River levee last week, the third in- 
cident involving dorm residents and pos- 
session of marijuana in a week.

Campus police officers found four peo- 
ple smoking marijuana. Upon hearing a 
noise, three dorm residents fled from the po- 
lice, ran down the levee and jumped a fence 
to get away, leaving one behind, said Public 
Information Officer John Hamrick. 

Campus police detained Frank Gould, 
20, and Richard Maclachlan, 19, after find- 
ing the two possessed one joint and one beer, 
Hamrick said, | 

‘My friends and I went to the levee and 
were just hanging out. We had one beer, 
then cops came and we ran. They caught 


us, put me in handcuffs and said they were “= 


arresting us. They citedais and said we were 
on probation,’ Gould said. 

Gould said he is on probation for a minor 
in possession of alcohol charge.

uled to appear in court on Feb. 23. 
Hamrick said that Gould’s case 
is treated as a citation, the same 
way as a traffic violation is treated, 
and will impose a currently unde- 
clared monetary penalty on the two 
boys.

New study explains 
drug use among girls

Teenage girls start using drugs 
and alcohol to relieve stress 
and depression whereas boys 
use substances for thrills or 
heightened social status. The 
study also said girls get 
hooked on drugs and alcohol 
more quickly than boys.

Although no group 
claimed responsibility for the 
blast, the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
had threatened to attack the 
nation’s wealthy ruling class 
several months ago. 


No more kids allowed in Sri

A Sri Lanka rebel army has 
agreed to end the recruitment 
of child soldiers after peace 
talks in Berlin. The Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Eelam said 
they would cooperate with 
United Nations Children’s 
Fund (UNICEF) to cease the 
practice of recruiting children 
under the age of 18 for the 
civil war that has killed 
60,000 in the last two decades.

- It’s a topic most men won’t like to 
think about, but by the time they 
graduate college the quality of their 
semen has already started to de- 
cline. 

That’s according to a new study 
published yesterday in the journal 
“Human Reproduction” by re- 
searchers from the University of 
California-Berkeley and Lawrence 
Livermore National Laboratory. 

The results of the study were 
surprising in that the decline in se- 
men quality “occurred very early 
and was progressive,” said Andrew 
Wyrobek, head of the Health Ef- 
fects Genetics Division at Liver- 
more lab and co-author of the study. 

The study differed from past re- 
search because it used healthy 
males, rather than men seeking help 
at fertility clinics. 

With each passing year, a man’s 
sperm slows down and loses sense 
of direction, lowering his chances of 


impregnating a woman, the study . 


found. 

As early as age 22, the speed of 
a man’s sperm — known as sperm 
motility — has a 25 percent chance 
of being abnormally slow. The 
number grows gradually to 85 per- 
cent by the time the man is 80, the 
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study found. 

Sperm navigation also degrades 
with age, researchers discovered. 
Instead of heading straight for the 
egg, the sperm has a better chance 
of getting stuck swimming end- 
lessly in circles, wiggling aimless- 
ly or not moving at all. 

By age 30, the sperm in half of 
all men have trouble getting around, 
according to the study. 

The study shows that women 
aren’t the only ones who have to 
worry about their “biological 
clocks”’ ticking, but men still have 
it easier than women. 

Women are hit with a sudden 
decrease in fertility in their 30s. 
Men become gradually less fertile 
as the years go on. 

“Having a baby is definitely a 
couple issue,’ Wyrobek said. “Not 
only do we have to worry about a 
woman and her age, but now we 
also have to worry about a man and 
his age.” 

Despite the study’s apparent im- 
plications, the decrease in men’s 
semen quality may not be directly 
caused by old age, said Brenda Es- 
kenazi,'a professor of epidemiolo- 
gy and maternal and child health 
at UC Berkeley. 

The study’s authors reached no 
conclusions as to why the decline in 
semen quality occurs.

The impending war in Iraq, a mix- 
er for community business leaders 
and the high cost of rent in Sacra- 
mento are issues that have occupied 
Associated Students, Inc. this year. 

Or are they? 

ASI has lost touch with the stu- 
dents who elect them, who fund their 
$8 million operation and who, un- 
fortunately, will likely continue to ig- 
nore them when elections roll around 
later this semester. 

It doesn’t have to be this way. 

Instead of passing a resolution 
against a first-strike on Iraq—as ASI 
did last November—why not actually 
organize a student demonstration that 
draws media attention? Instead of 
planning a $3,500 party to host Cham- 
ber of Commerce members on cam- 
pus—as ASI did last semester-why 
not spend the money to contact more 
businesses about setting up booths at 
the campus Job Fair? Instead of mak- 
ing grandiose plans to build low-rent 
student apartments—as ASI has talked 
about doing for years—why not set up 
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a program to help defer living ex- 
penses for low- and middle-income 
students who don’t qualify for gov- 
ernment aid? 

Student government can exercise 
leadership and really make a differ- 
ence. A year-and-a-half ago, Presi- 
dent Artemio Pimentel stood toe-to- 
toe with university administrators 
over Monday Wednesday Friday class 
scheduling and won concessions. Last 
year, Pimentel and then-Vice Presi- 
dent Guerra stood with The State 
Hornet to resist President Donald 
Gerth’s maneuvers to gain veto pow- 
er over the newspaper’s budget. 

Those were glittering moments be- 
cause ASI did something it is usual- 
ly loathe to do: Oppose university 
authority to represent eee inter- 
ests. It took risks. 

The Guerra administration has just 
a few months to gain traction and 
leave a legacy. It won’t happen pass- 
ing toothless anti-war resolutions or 
conjuring up new programs that add 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in

ASI expenses. A few suggestions: 
* Find an issue students care about 
and lead. Students are angry about 
everything from parking to class 
shortages, but no one is pulling them 
together. Organize and demonstrate. 
* How about actually cutting the 
budget? Make some long-overdue 
decisions about struggling programs. 
Reduce the bloated executive sup- 
port staff, which grows year after year. 
* Go to your strength. Pump up 
and promote programs that instruct 
students or offset their education ex- 
penses. Stop subsidizing programs 
that are supposed to handhold stu- 
dents to a degree by making school 
“fun,” such as Peak Adventures. 
Leadership such as this requires 
courage. It upsets the status quo. It 
makes tough decisions.

War hasn’t ignited campus 





If vias were > 1973, peters stu- 
dents across the nation would be 
pissed off at the United States. 

They wouldn’t stand for the 
government’s threat to send their 
peers halfway across the globe be- 
cause Iraq may or may not possess 
weapons of mass destruction. 

They would question President 
Bush’s motives for a regime change 
in the Middle Eastern nation, both 
the official - Iraqi leader Saddam 
Hussein is “evil” - and the more 
obvious - Hussein is sitting on an 
oil-rich gold mine any good Texan 
would salivate for. 

If this were 1973, students 
would demand answers. Flags 
would be burned. Petitions would 
be signed. Administration halls 
would be occupied. 

Hell would be raised. 

That is, after all, what students 
did in the late 1960s and early 
1970s after seeing the war in Viet- 
nam for what it was: an unneces- 
sary Cold War mess that ultimate- 
ly killed nearly 60,000 American 
soldiers.

Many students don’t care that 
the United States will likely ignore 
the advice of many allies and send 
troops to Baghdad in the coming 
weeks, despite a lack of clear, con- 
vincing evidence showing that Iraq 
is hiding weapons from UN in- 
spectors, 

All they seem to care about is 
how long J-Lo and Ben’s marriage 
will last. 

Or who the next woman to get 
the ax on “Joe Millionaire” is. Or 
whether Simon can come up with 
a really snappy insult on “American 
Idol.” 

It wasn’t supposed to be like 
this. In the weeks following the 
Sept. 11 tragedies, the consensus 
was that the trivial would no longer 
matter. 

People suddenly paid attention

Then, in a blink, it was over. 
Bin Laden hasn’t been found. The 
National Guardsmen with the big 
guns left the airports. — 

People began to feel safe again 
- and retreated right back into thet 
cocoons. 

The only thing that seems to re- 
main from the patriotic fervor that 
followed Sept. 11 is the blind faith 
the American public still has in the 
stars of that real-life drama: Bush, 
Secretary of State Colin Powell 
and Attorney General John 
Ashcroft. 

For the past ene and-one halt 
years, the White House could do no 
wrong, even when it pushed Con- 
gress to pass the eerily Orwellian 
PATRIOT Act in 2001, giving the 
FBI the right to violate numerous 
civil liberties in order to fight ter- 
rorism. 

Therein lies the problem. Give 
the kids the keys to the Ferrari, 
they’re going to take it for a spin. 
The majority of the American pub- 
lic - including many students on 
this campus - simply nod their 


heads in approval when asked 


whether war with Iraq is necessary. 

Then comes the rhetoric: Hus- 
sein used biological weapons on 
Iran and the Kurds. Iraq harbors 
terrorists. Someone, somewhere at 
sometime claims to have found an 
empty canister with the word 
“Smallpox” written on the label. 

These are all valid points, to a 
degree. But is this worthy of an at-

Does Iraq really pose as large a 
threat as, say, North Korea does? If 
not, then is oil the real motive for 
war? 

Nobody has the answers to 
these questions. 

That does not mean they 
shouldn’t be asked. Colleges and 
universities are places of learning 
and knowledge, where ideas can 
be shared and theories can be ar- 
gued, 

Yet there are no signs of protest 
on the Sacramento State campus. 
No marches, no discussions, no 
hell being raised. 

If you’re against sending troops 
to Iraq, speak up. If you’re 100 per- 
cent behind Bush, say so. If you 
really have no idea what’s going 
on, learn about it. 

Don’t wait for the body bags to 
start coming home before decid- 
ing to raise your voice. 

If those students from 1973 
could teach us one thing, it would 
be that protests don’t mean much 
when they come too late.

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The California Faculty Association’s 2002/03 Mid-Year Budget Cut Principles 


It will largely be left up to the CSU campus presidents to implement the mid-year budget reductions. CFA believes the following principles 
will help to protect students and the university in the wake of cuts. 


Principle #1—-Protect Instruction. Even in difficult budgetary times, the CSU’s core mission —instruction—must be maintained. Budget 
reductions should not result in the cancellation of classes, faculty layoffs or the non-rehire of temporary faculty. Every effort should be made 
to maintain existing class sizes and the current student-to-faculty ratio. All tenure-track recruitments should continue. 


Principle #2—Focus on Administrative Expenditures. Budget reductions should be met primarily by reducing administrative costs and by 
moving to a“leaner” more efficient administrative structure. Non-critical MPPs (Management Personnel Program) should be identified and 
eliminated. Vacant MPPs should be left open and all searches for non-critical MPPs should be halted. 


Principle #3—Reduce Non-Essential Operating Expenditures. Non-instructional operating expenditures (i.e. travel, maintenance, 
printing, supplies, new contracts, etc.) should be evaluated against their contribution to the core mission of the institution (instruction). Non- 
essential operating costs should be eliminated. 


Principle #4—Reassess CMS/PeopleSoft Expenditures. No non-instructional costs can be considered “untouchable” in the current budget 
environment. System-wide expenditures for CMS/PeopleSoft have been significant. The project's delay could spare important student 


services. 


Principle #5—Avoid Campus-Based Fee Increases. Campuses should not attempt to “backfill” budget reductions by increasing campus- 
based fees. CSU students already face significant system-wide fee increases. 


Principle #6—Seek Out Non-General Fund Resources. To the greatest extent possible, campuses should use federal and private grant 
wage money, overhead from grants, salary savings, revenue from university enterprises, and unrestricted budget reserves, special funds, 
foundation revenue and other sources of non-general fund monies (excluding revenue from student fee increases) to offset budget 


reductions. 


Principle #7—Transparency. Campus president should develop detailed budget reduction plans and distribute those plans to key 
university constituents (student governance, academic senate, employee unions, alumni, etc.) prior to their final approval. 


Principle #8—Consultation. The Campus President should meet with the local CFA leadership to discuss the 2002/03 mid-year budget 
reductions, with a special focus on maintaining access and instructional quality in the face of budget cuts. Consultation should continue in 


2003-04. 


Principle #9—Post-Reduction Assessment. Campus and System-wide administrators should document and publicly report specific 
information about what budget reductions were made, how much each budget cut saved, and how each reduction affected the primary 
mission of the institution.

Last summer, just weeks before the 
fall semester at Sacramento State began, 
E.J. Harris strolled through the Sac State 
campus, deliberating if a Hornet uniform 
would change his previous disappoint- 


- ments in collegiate basketball. 


His tour guide that day was good 
friend, former teammate and the pitch 
man himself — Jameel Pugh. 

“Basically he helped sell (Sac State) 
to me,”’ said Harris, a former point guard 
at Washington State. 

As members of the AAU basketball 
team, “Short Express,” it had only been 
three summers prior that the two became 
teammates and good friends while 


traveling across the country showcasing 
their talents. 

After graduation in the summer of 
2000, Pugh, a Grant High alum and 
bearer of a 1999-00 NorCal champi- 
onship ring with the Pacers, packed his 
bags for the 3,031 mile flight to the 
University of Massachusetts. Harris, 
who earned a 1997 state championship 
at Crossroads High School in Southern 
Calif. alongside current NBA player 
Baron Davis, chose a northern excursion 
of his own. But unlike Pugh, he 
confound himself to the West Coast as a 
Washington State Cougar. 

Fast forward two years to 2002. 
Pugh, unsatisfied at Umass, decided that 
transferring would be his best option, 
while Harris, with the yearning of being 
an impact player, decided Washington 
State had nothing left to offer.

A Big Sky Championship is what the 
whispers pronounce. 

In search of a ring to compliment his 
1999-00 championship hardware, Pugh 
decided that head coach Jerome Jenkins 
and Sac State would be the paramount 
location for him to resurrect his 
collegiate career. 

So in April, Pugh swore the rest of 
his two-year eligibility to the Hornets, 
and when the opportunity arose to bring 
in his favorite point guard, Pugh sold 
Harris on Sac State like a car salesman 
sells Cadillacs to the elderly. . 

“Tt took me about an hour to 
convince him,” Pugh said of his feat. 
Pugh’s pitch to Harris put the Crenshaw 
High graduate and premier point guard’s

Amidst a season of only two 
Big Sky Conference wins in eight 
games thus far, by this time next 
year the Sac State, faithful are 
predicting that the Hornets’ record 
may be completely reversed. 

Joseth Dawson and David 
Joiner are also sitting out this 
season due to academic ineligibil- 
ity, while 2001-02 All-Big Sky 
Honorable Mention Joel Jones is 
redshirting after being ineligible 
in the fall semester. 

Jones and Dawson will return 
next season as seniors, while 
Joiner will be a junior. 

It hasn’t been easy for the trio 
to have to forgo a year of 
basketball, but the extra time has 
been lent to their studies, so that 


next season they will be able to 
run on.all cylinders. 

Away from the team almost 
all the time, except for being on 


the sidelines at basketball games, 


has given them additional time to 
correct the flaws in the academ- 

ic portion of their student-athlete 

obligation, as well as take time in 
the gym to get healthier, stronger 
and better. 

“T feel sorry for whoever is 
going to guard me next year,” 
Jones said. “I’ve gotten better and I 
know I have.

Along with Pugh and Harris, 
Jones, Joiner and Dawson share 
the same dreams of eclipsing any 
of the previous records held by 
the Hornets. 

Anything short of a Big Sky 
Championship and NCAA 
tournament berth would fall short 
of the goals the quintet have set 
out for themselves. 

“T look at our team next season 


and we look like one of the best 
teams in Sac State history,” Joiner 
said. 

The Hornets hold lofty goals 
for a program that has done no 
better than a 3-13 record since 
joining the Big Sky in the 1996- 
97 season. 

All five contend that the 
current team on the court has the 
ability to set marks of their own 
this season that will lay the 
foundation for the five who 
intend to bring Hornet basketball 
to a level of Div. I prominence. 

But maybe the biggest hurdle 
to overcome next season will not 
be on the floor. 

After 12 consecutive losing 
seasons, the Sac State fan base has 
dwindled, and although the 
players wish supporters would 
make an attempt to attend games 
this season, they have already 
begun to make their pleas to the 
students and the surrounding 


community to make an effort to 
support Hornet basketball next 
season. 

And although the 2003- 04 
season may seem like it will 
never arrive, they are doing their 
best to stay patient for what they 
hope is a winning season 
consisting of a Big Sky Tourna- 
ment berth and the first of many 
Big Sky Championships to 
come. 

The consensus among the 
ambitious five is that a champi- 
onship, or lack theirof, is no 
longer the basis for some 
columnist’s weekly rant. 

‘Two years from now I want 
us to be starting a tradition and I 
want us to be a national con- 
tender,’ Harris said. “Every time 
they mention Sac State I want 
them to think this team has a 
chance to be successful.” 

There’s about 28,000-plus 
students that want that too. —

Lumberjacks take the ax to 
men’s hoops’ playoff dreams

the senior’s final push for a berth in 
the Big Sky Conference Tourna- 
ment, which takes the top-six teams. 
The Hornets (8-13 overall, 2-6 in 
Big Sky), who came into Satur- 
day’s game in a sixth-place tie with 
the Lumberjacks (12-9, 3-5), now 
sit alone in seventh place with six 
games remaining. 

Lambeth knows that do-or-die 
time has arrived, and he is not ready 
to graduate without experiencing 
post-season action. “Can’t do it,” 
he said. “Can’t do it. Can’t do it. I 
got to get into the playoffs.” 

The 6-foot-5 small forward 
knows in order to reach that goal, he 
must get his teammates on the same 
page. 

“We got to be able to see the 
goal,” Lambeth said. “And it’s night 
there in front of us.” 

The Hornets shut out Northern 
Arizona over the first six minutes 
on Saturday, but could only gener- 
ate a 4-0 lead.

Hornet guard Brandon Guyton 
knocked down a 3-pointer from the 
wing to cut the halftime deficit to 
29-19. 

Sac State went on a 10-2 run to 
open up the second half and close 
the Lumberjack lead to 31-29. But 
in the end, Northern Arizona for- 
ward Stephen Garnett, who scored 
all of his 13 points in the second 
half, proved to be too much for Sac 
State, who has now lost five-straight 
games at Hornet Gym. 

“We need to be as hungry as we 
are at home as we are on the road,” 
freshman forward Chris Lange said. 
“Because it seems like whenever we 
go on the road we’re the underdog 
and we want to prove somebody 
wrong, but for some reason we get 
comfortable when we’re at home.” 

When the Hormets met Northern 


Arizona on Jan. 11 in Flagstaff, . 


Ariz., they shot 45.1 percent from 
the field and defeated the Lumber- 
jacks in double overtime, 85-81. 

“We just really wanted to con- 
centrate on taking care of the ball 
better,” said Lumberjack forward 


Kelly Golob about his team’s new- 
and-improved gameplan. ““We gave 
them too many easy baskets in the 
first game, and a lot of it was off 
turnovers.” 

Sac State shot 25.9 percent from

Melanie Carmichael (Reese 
Witherspoon), the hottest new fash- 
ion designer in New York City, is en- 
gaged to the handsome young son of 
the city mayor. But there’s one prob- 
lem: she’s still married to Jake (Josh 
Lucas), whom she left seven years 
ago in hometown Pigeon Creek, Al- 
abama. Hilarity and mayhem ensue 
as it becomes obvious how much 
she’s changed. It’s not long before 
she begins to have second thoughts 
on her new and successful lifestyle. 

Anyone who's seen a romantic 
comedy can see where this is go- 
ing and anyone who reads a one- 
sentence summary of "Alabama" 
can see the ending coming a mile 
away. It's predictable, but it's still a 
good movie. 


Director Andy Tennant deftly il- 
lustrates the contrasting qualities of 
Melanie's very different lives in Al- 
abama and New York. Dempsey 
manages not to be a smarmy jerk in 
his “love triangle” position, and Lu- 
cas is justifiably inelegant as 
Melanie's former flame.

posters that promoted last year’s showing of 


the film “XXX.” 

“I spent the time to make sure the quality 
was going to be the best,” Tsuji says. ““With- 
in three or four days, something like two or 
three dozen (signs) were stolen.” 

“That’s not a big deal,’ Olmsted says. 
“Actually, it’s really flattering. We know that 
if we put something out and we lose 10 or 12 
overnight, people are paying attention.” 

Not every event is as appealing as an ac- 
tion film, however, ‘and that’s where Olm- 
stead and his crew have been known to work 
a few miracles. 

“| gotta say,” he laughs, shaking his head, 
“We get some of the worst promotional ma- 
terials ever. You'd think that when you pay 
somebody to come in and give a lecture, they 
would maybe have a black and white glossy 
to give you. 

“But they don’t—they have some bio 
that’s been Xeroxed like thirty times and is al- 
most completely illegible.” 

So, Olmsted says, he and his staff often 


find themselves having to improvise. Olm- 


sted and Tsuji show off an example of what 
Olmsted calls “making something out of 
nothing”: A 5-foot-wide display advertising 
author Jonathan Kozol’s Sac State speaking

Davis-based duo Squish 
the Bad Man hits one out of 
the ballpark with their debut 
EP, “How To Get To Heaven.” 
On it, Julie Meyers and Dave 
Middleton deliver six solid, 
self-deprecating tracks about 
love, loss and perception. 

Lyrically and musically, the 
album is incredibly versatile, 
thanks to Middleton and 
Meyers splitting up the duty of 
songwriting. In the opening 
track, “Arrivals/Departures,”’ 
Middleton crafts an ambient 
seven-minute piece that’s 
ornately orchestrated, using 
several layers of instrumenta- 
tion. In the following track, 
“Emilia’s Bones,” Meyers 
uses her songwriting influ- 
ences to turn the tide on the 
listener, crafting a piece 
reminiscent of Johnny Cash or 
Patsy Cline.

“We. always set the bar a little higher,” 
Olmsted adds. “Someone comes up with 
what seems like a crazy idea, and then every- 
body seems to jump on board with it. Then 
we just kick it back and forth to find ways to 
make it work.” 

That approach has resulted in several 
awards for the Union studio, including com- 
mendations from both regional and national 
organizations of university unions. 

Even the Union’s 2001 “holiday card” 
which is distributed to clubs and individuals

on and off campus who have used the Union 
facilities in the past—won a national design 
award for Olmsted and his assistants. 

Tsuji, who graduated from Sac State last 
December, has already earned a full-time po- 
sition at the design studio through his work 
there as an intern. 

Other recent Sac State graduates who in- 
terned with Olmsted have also quickly ’es- 
tablished rewarding design careers outside 
the university. 

“I would very much recommend (design 
students) to work at the Union as graphic de- 
sign interns,” says John Weston, 27, who in- 
terned with Olmsted before graduating, and 
has since moved on to design UC Davis Ex- 
tension’s Distance Education Group Web 
sites. 

“The experience at the Union very much 
prepared me for the daily grind of working in 
a fast-paced and creatively demanding envi- 
ronment,” Weston says. 

UNIQUE program director Dean Soren- 
son, a fearless promoter himself, is quick to 
praise his colleagues in the design office. 

“Their publicity materials are amazing,” 
Sorensen says. “They’re graphic designers, 
and I’m just the guy who wants butts in the 
seats. But by and large, we’ re all in the same 
mindset. We have fun with it.”
